Since its inception, the school 
board has given $718,000 to 
the Edmonton Catholic School 
Board Eoundation Vtith an addi¬ 
tional 5230,000 to come. The 
foundation was cieated to raise 
mon^r for students in need and 
new initiahves in schools. 

So far, the foundation has 
raised -5606,OCMO itself. 

'Ihe board’s original commit¬ 
ment was to provide $1 miUinn 
over four years, minus a certain 
percentage of what the founda¬ 
tion w;ts able to raise on its own. 

Marc Barylo, the founda¬ 
tion's ejtecutive director, siiid 
it rakes time for a charity to 
attract donors, but is confident 
they’ll get there.

It cjme dole'll to the choice be¬ 
tween lasing world-renawned 
research or ponying op the 
cash for the hackers’ lock and 
key — and the University of 
CaJgaiy is comfortable with 
their decision. 

On May 2S. the University 
of Calgary fell \ittim Eo a vi¬ 
cious malware attack. Very 
complex enctyption keys put 
in place by the online thugs 
locked their systems down^ 
and as a result their emad was 
malfunctioning. Hut as IT pro¬ 
fessionals tried to gain control 
back, a code made it quite clear 
that if they wanted access to 
their valued data, they’d have 
to pay 520,000. 

"“We looked at the potential 
in the future that we could 
have someone come to the 
forefront and sav thev had lost 

k* if 

critical life's work research 
data," said Linda Dalgetty vice- 
president of finance and ser¬ 
vices. “We wanted to leverage 
all of our options, so if we had 
the encryption ke^'s...someone 
would not lose their w^ork." 

That mone)^ came from their 
general operational budget and 
was a small price to pay for 
some of the important data 
they keep. The university is 
now in the long and meticulous 
process of evaluating the de¬ 
cryption keys. Calgary'police's 
cyber crimes division has been 
on the case since day one.

The developers behind the 
overhaul of the historic Buena 
Vista building on 124 Street 
have pushed back their con¬ 
struction schedule by a year. 

Henry Edgar, a vice- 
president with Edgar Develop¬ 
ments, confirmed the com¬ 
pany will start construction 
later this year, 12 months past 
its initial planned start date, 
which would mean a building 
ready for occupancy in 2Qlfi. 

“The project is going to 
move ahead and we plan to 
start construction later this 
summer,* he said. 

The plan, which council ap¬ 
proved last year, calls for the 
building is to keep its historic 
facade, but add a 25-storey 
tower on top. The existing 
tenants were moved out so 
construction work could start 
last year, but it has yet to 
begin. 

Edgar said leaving the 
building empty wasn’t the 
intention, but they have to 
keep their eyes on the eco¬ 
nomics of the project. 

“‘It wasn’t our intention to 


have the vacant units for that 
period of time, but sometimes 
the economics of these pro¬ 
jects mean that is what has 
to happen," he said. 

Edgar Developments is also 
behind the Hendrix, a rental 
tower further east in Oliver 
set to open this fall. He said 
overall they believe the Ed¬ 
monton market is a strong 
place to i nvest. 

“We're very, very' confident 
in the Edmonton marketplace 


for rental units. There is a 
big, pent up demand for nesv, 
modern product.” 

Jeff McLaren, executive dir¬ 
ector of the 124 Street Busi¬ 
ness Association, said it's 
disappointing to lose the 
businesses and the activity. 

“It's frustrating that is sit¬ 
ting empty for over six, seven 
months now and possibly for 
a year,"" he said.

I^mier Rachel Nnt]e>f'a gp\'em- 
ment used its mEijcirity in the 
legislatuie Tuesday to pass legLs- 
Lation that indudes a carbon tax 
and completes the first stage of 
Alberta's landmark strateiy to 
combat climate change. 

The legislation gives legal 
teeth to the multibillion-doilar 
tax that is to take effecl Jan. 1 
and will raise the price of heat¬ 
ing bills and gasoline as an in¬ 
centive to go green. 

It also lowrers the small-busi¬ 
ness tiix rate to two per cent 
from three and estiiblishes an 
agency to fund energy sasings 
programs. 

The final tally svas 42-39. 

After the results were an¬ 
nounced. Notley shook hands 
with government house leader 
Brian Mason and exchanged a 
thumbs-up with Environment 
Minister Shannon Phillips. 

"I'm extremely proud of this 


piece of legjslation and extreme¬ 
ly proud of this government 's 
cliiTiitte leadership plan," Notle^^ 
told the house just prior to the 
bilTs passage. 

“Action by this government 
with respect to climate change 
is one that is long, long, long 
overdue in this province." 

All opposition members — 


the Wtldrose pa^t)^ the Progres¬ 
sive Conservath'es, Uavid Swann 
of the liberals and Greg Clark 
of the Alberta Party — v'oted 
against it. 

It was, at times, a bitter fight 
in the house. 

Politicians stayed up until al¬ 
most diiwn Tuesday debating 
itmendmenis.

bers said they agreed with the 
concept of taking action on cli- 
niiile change, but siiid tighter 
controls were needed on rais¬ 
ing, reporting and spending the 
money.

“In the run-up to the crisis, 
banking became about banks 
not businesses; transactions 
not relations; counterparties 
not clients. The crisis under¬ 
mined trust, and with it the 
social capital needed for mar¬ 
kets to be effective." 

Camey said businesses must 
embrace a larger social pur¬ 
pose.

Ihe Fort McMurray SPCA 
has released a tip sheet for pet 
owners returning home hoping 
to address some of these con¬ 
cerns. They're also giving out 
pel-specific re-entry kits, with 
items like pet food, collats and 
pel litter. 

“I think that just as people 
that reside in the community 
are going to come back when 
they feel its safe, they are tak¬ 
ing the same position with their 
pets/' siiid executive director 
Tara Clarke. 

“We want to make sure that 
pet owmers are able to keep 
their pet within their family." 

The tip sheet advises that 
animals slay indoors as much 
as possible to stay away from 
contaminated areas, avoid high- 
eneigy activities and stay hy¬ 
drated. 

Clarke said that although 
many dogs seem to be able to 
eat almost anything without 
negative affects, the boil-water 
advisoiyr also applies to them. 

“iJoil-water advisories are en¬ 
acted because of the detection 
of e-col i in the water, so the 
fiict that its potentially harmful 
means you want to make sure 
you're providing boiled water 
for them, as well."

Ihe BisseJ] Centre launched 
its third annual Drop Your 
Conch drive Monday^ aiming 
to collect 2,000 pairs of new 
men's and women's underweiir 
for homeless Edmonlomans. 

"3 think what a lot of people 
don't realize is a clean, new^ 
pair of underwear brings a good 
sense of hygiene, self esteem 
and confidence — especially 
for people on the street who 
are looking to transition out 
of homelessness,“ said Bissell 
Centre spokesperson Darren 
Brennan. 

“And we’re finding as well 
that people are not donating 


underwear to us. It's usually 
used T-shina or jeans and jack¬ 
ets imd shoes ... but underwear 
is the most requested clothing 
item l!Trimpe€3pleon the streets.” 

Brennan said the drive has 
grown every year and the word 
is starting to get out. 

If the goal of 2,000 pairs is 
reached, that will last the fiissell 
Centre until the end of summer. 


Brennan stressed there is 
a particularly large need for 
women’s underwear. 

“When people are donating 
clothing, usually thej^'re think¬ 
ing about the men who are liv¬ 
ing on the street, when actually^ 
women make up 30 per cent 
of our homeless population,” 
he SEiid. “So, as we Eire still in 
need for men's underwear, we're 


greatly in need for women's 
undeig^arments and bras." 

Underwear can be dropped 
off at any of the Bissell Centre's 
eight lociitions, or during the 
drive's wrap-up event at Toyota, 
5210 Calgary Tr., on Saturckiy 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m.

Metzger, a pediatric endocriiir 


ologjst, was one of the first phys¬ 
icians to deal with Alexandm 
and his parents when the boy' 
was diagnosed at about age two. 

It was discovered in March 
2001 that the parents appeared 
to be hiking their own blood- 
sugar readings and calling them 
in to the hospital, Metzger said. 
A check of the blood-sugar me¬ 
ter confirmed that something 
wasn't right. 

“At one point, the bkiod sug¬ 
ars w'ene very' consistently the 
same. I've been doing this for 
23 y'ears. We have a lot of teen¬ 
agers who fabricate blood sug¬ 
ars. You start to recognizie pat¬ 
terns,” he said. 

“1 concluded that somebody 
was prtjbably fEdsi^ing thebkHxl 
sugars — perhaps doing their 
own finger pokes, because you 
have to put a sample on the 
meter to get a reading."

of passengers within 15 minutes. 

But waits can be much longer

EU seeks to slow 
migrant arrivals 


The Huropean Union unveiled 
plans Tuesday to seal agree¬ 
ments with .African and Mid¬ 
dle Last countries in an effort 
to persuade refugees to stay 
close to home and to discour¬ 
age people looking for jobs from 
heading to Kurope. 

The European Commis¬ 
sion said that the agreements 
would target countries that mi¬ 
grants and refugees leave, trav'el 
through or stay in, often on 
their way to Europe. 

The mos'e is pail of the hU's 
longer-teim strategy to tackle 
the root causes of migration 
as the 2S-natEon bloc struggles 
to manage its biggest refugee 
emergency since the Second 
World War, with member states 
divided over what action to 
take. EU law'makers immedi¬ 
ately expressed concerns that 
the deals would be another at¬ 
tempt to outsource the bloc's 
migrant woes, like the much- 
maligned migrant agreement 
with Turkey. 

The commission said the 
new' partnership “com¬ 
pacts” w'ould combine funds 
to build border, asylum and 
counter-smuggling cap¬ 
acities, as well as develop 


infrastructure and promote 
investment. Development and 
trade incentives would also be 
offered. 

“We propose to use a mix of 
posirive and negative incentives 
to reward those third countries 
willing to ccnoperate effectively 
with us and to ensure that there 
are consequences for those who 
do not ” Huropean Commission 
Vice-liiesident Trans Timmer¬ 
mans told lawmakers in Stras¬ 
bourg, Trance. 

The main countries con¬ 
ceited are conflict-tom S^iia's 
neighbours Jordan and Lebanon, 
w'here around tw'o million 
Syrian refugees are sheltering. 
Senegal, .Mali. Niger and Ni¬ 
geria along the key migrant 
paths through western j'Vfrica 
are also targeted, as is Libya — 
where most migrants leave the 
vlifrican coast by boat for Italy 
— and its northern neighbour 
Tunisia. Ethiopia, w'heremore 
than 700,000 refugees are shel¬ 
tering, is on the list too.

Hudsofi^ Bay scores poorly 
on coLtofi-sourciiig iat 

A report released Tuesday 
ranking the world's largest 
cotton consumers on the 
basis of their sourcing 
pract ices has put 
Canada's oldest retailer. 
Hudson's Bay Company, 
near the bottom of the list 
of companies. 

The study done for 
the World Wildlife Fund, 
Pesticide Action Network 
UK and Solldaridad 
examined whether 37 
international companies 
used sustainable cotton 
sources and ranked them 
according to a number 
of factors, including 
the guidelines used to 
produce the cotton. 
Hudson's Bay, the only 
Canadian retailer on the 
list, had a total score of 
one out of a possible 19.5. 

The report said 
HBC's low score did not 
necessarily indicate that 
it used unsustainable 
cotton, but rather 
reflected a lack of 
transparency on its

ON THE RETURN OF A RALLYING CRY 

Rape culture was a slogan that 
undermined its cause by being too 
vague. But this week, Dan Turner, 
the father of sex offender Brock 
Turner, has upended all that. 



"Rnpe culture” had become 
3 barrea phrase. 

Jargony and overuse 
chanted with abandon 
and often wielded with 
little insight* it had lately 
lost much of its meaning. 
Coined in the 1970s to de¬ 
scribe how society implicit- 
Jy condones se^iual vio¬ 
lence and blames victims* 
rape culture was the slogan 
that undermined its cause 
by being loo vague. 

But this week* Dan Turn¬ 
er has upended all that. He 
has given rape culture, as 
shnrl-haiid, a second wind 
— and a snappy quote few 
wiJJ soon forget. 

Turner is the father of 
convicted sex offender 
Brock Turner. In front of a 
California courtroom, he 
dismissed his son's grop¬ 
ing, fingering, humping 
and undressing of an un¬ 
conscious woman behind 
3 dumpster as a mere '^2i} 
minutes of action.'* 

And with that* ''tape 
culture” is back in the dis- 
cemrse with renewed ven¬ 
geance. 

Turner's statement 
spawned stories and made 
headlines across inter¬ 
national media when it 
hit Tvdfitter this weekend* 
after his son's conviction 
o.n three charges of sexual 
assault and the ensuing 
light sentence* a mere six 
months in jail plus proba¬ 
tion.

Like his son, who has 
never admitted guilt. 
Turner senior shows iero 


pus binge drinking, deems 
it one of the “dangers..* of 
sexual promiscaiily." 

There's nary a whifl of 
culpability* That makes 
Turner the poster boy for 
tape-cu Iture-condoning 
parents. 

Mashable's Chris Taylor 
explained phenomenon 
well* “Rape cultuire is a 
thing.**'’ he wrote to fellow 
fathers. "Any time you put 
the onus on out daughters 
— don't wear that dress, 
don't get drunk* don't lead 
guys on — you're perpetu¬ 
ating it* Any time you 
make a rape joke, you're 
perpetuating it* Arid any 


time you miss an oppor¬ 
tunity to educate our sons 
about the concept of con¬ 


ing it.’' 

Amazingly, Dan A. 

Turner not only thinks his 
son shouldn’t go to jail for 
ripping the underwear off 
a passed-out woman and 
groping and fingering her* 
he thinks his son should 
educate other students 
about sex and booze on 
Campus. 

Leslie Rasmussen, 

Brock's friend, was more 
explicit in her plea to the 
judge: "Brock is not a mon¬ 
ster,” slic said in a state¬ 
ment- "Rape on campus 
isn't always because people 
are rapists,” she added, 
liidteronsly, explaining that 
Breek isn't a i^eal rapist be¬ 
cause he didn’t kidnap his 


vietiiiT; "as she is walking to 
her car in a parking lot.” 

The prosecutor was 
clearly expecting this kind 
of retrograde thinking 
when he told the j 1117 dur¬ 
ing his closing arguments 
that Brock "inay not look 
like a rapist,” being young, 
white and privileged* "but 
he is the face of campus 
sexual assault.” 

The need to make that 
stateineiit is proof of rape 
culture’s existence. But it's 
Turner, the fariier, who’s 
given it a new face* 

A close riinner-tip isn't 
Rasmussen, but the Judge. 
Judge Aaron Perksy clearly 
felt sorry for the convicted 
yVII-American swimmer for¬ 
merly of Stanford Univer¬ 
sity, the judge's own alma 
mater. In announcing a six- 
month sentence, compared 
to the six years requested 
by the prosecution* Perksy 
said Turner had "less moral 
culpability” because he 
was drunic and let him off 
easy because jail would 
be "severe.” For that, he's 
earned infamy and more 
than 300,000 signatures on 
a petition demanding he be 
recalled. 1 hope it works. 

Rape culture persists 
when perpetrators — espe¬ 
cially white, athletic, good- 
looking ones — receive 
kid-glove treatment from 
Judges who follow the old 
adage "hoys will be boys,” 

It endures while well- 
meaning people explain 
away the sexual violence of 
their loved ones. 

But tiianks to Turner's 
" 20 minutes of action,” 
rape culture has also re¬ 
turned to prominence as 
a war cry. It's been given 
new weight, and been 
rooted again in reaJity. The 
truth: A father excuses 
eveiyr assault when he ex¬ 
cuses the one committed 
by bis son.

As the daj's stretch toviranl suni- 
nier solstice on June 20 and 
the weather starts making all 
of us sleepy^ try adding a zip 
to your cooking with coffee, in 
addition to an extra caffeine 
hitn you'll also taste the warni, 
bitter aromas of coffee that go 
very well with some unlikely 
warm-weather dishes. 

Jt's already a given that cof¬ 
fee intensifies coccii (try adding 
espresso powder to chocolate 
cake batter) and that it's an es¬ 
sential ingredient in desserts 
like tiramisu, but consider the 
flavour profile of coffee: bit¬ 
ter, slightly acidic and earthy. 

Use it to balance out citrus 
and vinegary flavours^ com¬ 
plement the smoky taste of 
smoked meats or grilled vege 
tables:; contrast sugary desserts 
like ke cream and custards (af- 


fb^to, anyone?); and enfuince 
the nuttiness of caramels and 
brittle s. 

Summer is all about grilling, 
citrus notes and using the oven 
as least as posnble. These reci¬ 
pes for a coffee-infused meal 
will keep you buzzed well-past 
the sunset. 

Grilled Asparai^us. Salad 
with Coffee Vinaigrette 

Coffee end asparagus have 
more th Common than you 
think. In the U.S, during the 
late 19th century when trade 
routes were disrupted by 
the Civil War, newspaper 
articles Suggested using the 
seeds inside the red berries 
of the asparagus planl in 
lieu of coffee beans. 

When dried, roasted and 
ground, the seeds apparent¬ 
ly had the same full-bodied 
aroma and taste of coffee. 
Weke pairing crisp, grassy 
grilled asparagus with a 
vinaigrette infused with cof¬ 
fee to add a bitter, nutty 
flavour that mellows out the 
vinegar and compliments 


the sweetness of charred 
vegetables. If you're Skep¬ 
tical about adding coffee to 
vinaigrettes, you would be 
far from alone but it actually 
pairs surprisingly well. Any 
vegetable will do, as long as 
it's hearty enough to with¬ 
stand the grill.

In a 2011 poll by Purina Dog 
Chow, 90 per cent of owners 
considered their dogs mem¬ 
bers of the fiimily, so it isn’t 
surprising pet owners are fa¬ 
vouring trendy baby names 
since, culturally, they hold a 
special place in our hearts [and 
unique space in our homes'). 

“Companion animals are 
not wild animals, nor are they 
domesticated in the sense of 
farm animals. So, we have pets, 
which are like iiiini-humims 
to us," expliiins James K, Slan- 
esoj, a lecturer spechilizing in 
animal and environmental eth¬ 
ics in Philosophy at American 
University in Washington, D.C, 

According to the same 2011 


survey, 40 per cent of owners 
refer lo themselves as “'mom'" 
and "dad" to their canine com¬ 
panions and I have noticed that 
descriptors like “fur baby,” 
"practice baby,” “first born'' 
and "the roommate'* are wide¬ 
ly used. 

"I think we have shiwly tend¬ 
ed to w^ant lo see pets as more 
of a member of the family,” 
says Stanescu, "We giv'e them 
more human names, as op¬ 
posed to the old nicknames 


that we give lo fann animals, 
But we also avoid calling them 
pets. 

“They are fur bothies, room- 
males, etc. We are still trying 
lo figure out w'hal a pet is, as 
apposed to a wild animal or 
a farm animal, both of which 
are categories that go back 
thousands of years.” 

While Stanescu points out 
that giving names to animals 
helps us recognize them as 
individuals, calling them fur 


babies and roommates is a 
stretch — considering our pets 
lack basic human rights. 

“I think we have hard eth¬ 
ical choices we have lo make 
about what it means to liv'e 
with other animals that we 
have complete control over,” 
Stanescu says. 

"J worry that calling them 
fur babies or children or room- 
nuiles is a way of dodging this 
really complicated ethical activ¬ 
ity."

Here's what Steve Kee, spokesperson for the Insurance 
Bureau of Canada, recommends you keep in your car 
when you're embarking on a summer road trip; 


Your home 

• DO let your neighbours 
know you’re leaving. 

While you don’t want the 
world to know you’ll be going 
out of town, there are some 
key people to advise of your 
plans. “Get to know >'our neigh¬ 
bours. They tan rhetk on your 
plate while you're gone and 
make sure e\'erything is okay," 
says Kee. They tan collect your 
mail, pitk up any newspapers 
or other items left at vourdoor, 
and give the plate a look-oiver 
every day or two on your be¬ 
half. “You tan also- ask them 
to occasionally park in your 
driveway so it looks as though 
.someone is there.” Don’t for¬ 
get to give them your tontact 
information so they can reach 
you in an emergency.

As much as we all love to 
shiire our vacation pictures, 
it tan leave you vulnerable. 
“Someone with less than good 
intentions could be watching 
your posts." 

• DO give your house a lisned- 
in feel. 

“Install motion sensor lights 
or put the inside and outside 
lights on a timer to give the 
appearance that you’re home." 

• DON'T make thiiigls easy 
on crooks. 

Put jesveliy and other valu¬ 
ables in a safety-deposit box, a 
wall safe or at least someplace 
where thie^^es will be less Kkely 
to find them. 

• DO consider disconnecting 
expensis^e electronics. 

This is in case your home 
experiences a power outage 
followed by a surge when the 
electricity goes back on, which 
can ruin electronics. “It's agocxl 
idea to unplug unless you have 
surge protectors." 

• DON'T be oiverly obvious 
about packing your vehicle. 


Consider packing up in the 
garage, or if you don’t have 
one, “back your citr into the 
driveway so it's not so obvious 
that j'ou're heading out on va¬ 
cation.” 

• DO a home inventory. 

Write it all down and take 

photos, or do a video walk¬ 
through before you leave 
town. “If someone breaks in, 
you have all your belongings 
drjcumented. This is important 
for insurance purposes." If you 
haven’t checked your coverage 
in a while, this could he a good 
time to do a review. 

• DON'T forget to set your 
security system. 

Surprisingly, although 
people pay a monthly fee for 
these services, some vacation¬ 
ers won't set their alaiin be¬ 
fore they leave for fear of false 
alarms. “If you have a system, 
set it. That's what it's there for."

Ihough its all-new aluminum 
body stole the headlines when 
Che redesigned F-150 hie the mar- 
kec, the changes to this truck 
are more than just skin deep.

Our test Cruck came equipped 
with Ford’s 2.7-litre EcoBoost 
VSk a turbocharged unit that 
is billed as a smaller and more 
economical option than the lop- 
dog 3.5-litre Lcolioost.
